The Department of Ag 
riculture has released its 
final decision on changes to 
federal milk marketing or- 
ders, opting for a umform 
three-class pricing system 
that classifies milk by its 
Uses and a mechanism that 
prices reconstituted milk 
similarto fresh. whole milk 

The decision was based 
on information received 
during hearingsheld in late 
1990 

The proposals. if ap- 
proved by producers. will 
mean that milk prices will 
continue to varv from re- 
gion toregion, based on pro 
duction costs. They also 
mean farmers could receive 
fresh-milk prices for recon- 
stituted milk shipped out- 
side their region and sold as 
drinking milk 

Referendums will be con- 
ducted in eight markets. 
and dairy cooperatives will 
be polled in the remaining 
32 markets to determine 
whether dairy producers 
approve the revised orders 

If the amended order is 
not approved, the milk or- 
der ceases to exist for that 
market.

particularly severe and potentially fatal dlness 

QQ. How do food-bormme illnesses start? 

A: The Centers for Disease Contrul attmbutes 77 percent 
of all food-borne illness to um proper cooking and handling of 
food service establishments, 20 percent to improper cooking 
and handling in the home Only three percent is attributed 
to manufacturing defects 

Q: Where does E. coli 0197:H7 come from? 

A: The group of bacteria Escherichia coli is normally 
found in the intestines of warm-blooded animals and hu- 
mans. It can also be found in contaminated water and raw 
milk. 

Q: Can E. coli 0157:117 he “caught” from another person? 

A: Absolutely. Person-to-person transmission has been 
documented. An example of how this might occur would be 
if an infected person touched food that another person eats. 

Q: Won't freezing kill E. coli 0157:117? 

A: No. E. coli can survive both refrigeration and freezer 
storage. The hamburger patties implicated in recent out- 
breaks were frozen 

Q: Doesn't E. coli 0157:117 make animals sick? 

A: E. coli does not cause illness in animals. It can be 
carnied in the intestinal tract of an animal, although it can 
also be found on the animal from contact with feces, and in 
the milk of dairy cows. 

Q: low can we keep from getting E. coli 0157:H7? 

A: There are important steps you can take to help ensure 
the pee of meat and meat products: Be sure to keep hot 
food hot and cold foodscold; keep your kitchen work area and 
utensils clean; wash hands with hot, soapy water before and 
after handling fresh meat, avoid cross-contamination of raw 
foods with cooked foods; wash hands after handling one type 
of food before handling another food; cook ground beef 
burgers toan internal temperature of 160 degrees F, or until 
the middle is hght grey and the juices run clear, serve food 
with clean plates and utensils, and always follow rules of 
personal hygiene, especially after bathroom use and after 
diapering infants.

Income Opportunities 

The Cooperative Exten- 
sion Services of Maryland, 
Virginia, West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania, along with 
the Maryland Small Busi- 
ness Development Center 
and Central Maryland Farm 
Credit, are sponsoring a 
workshop on Income Oppor- 
tunities for Rural Areas 
Utilizing Your Natural Re- 
sources.

National Check 
Rating Results 
Noted By FDA 


Between October 1, 
1991, and September 30, 
1992, 2643 farms were 
checked rated nationwide 
Of the farms rated, 555 
(21.0%) were debited for vio- 
lations of 16r(i) of the Pas- 
teurized Milk Ordinance 
(PMO). Of these farms, 338 
were debited for drugs not 
properly labeled for use with 
dairy cattle or lacking a 
veterinarian’s name, ad- 
dress, etc. Two hundred 
sixty farms were debited for 
drugs with extra use label 
deficiencies, and 102 farms 
were debited for drug stor- 
age violations. 

Of the drugs debited, 
62.9% were obtained from 
veterinarians, 5.4% were 
obtained from others, and 
35.0% were obtained from 
undetermined source. Of 
the farms violating 16r(i), 
60.7% had extra-label use 
of drug (ELUD) deficiencies 
or no ELUD label, 72.4% 
had Rx (prescription drug) 
deficiencies or no prescrip- 
tion label, and 14.4% had 
over-the-counter drugs with 
deficiencies. 

This information was 
presented at the Dairy In- 
dustry/Health Department 
Conference, Hagerstown, 
MD, December 15, 1992, by 
Lloyd Kinzel, Regional Milk 
specialist, FDA. 

Topical Drugs Used on 
Dairy Cattle 

Item 16r(i) of the PMO 
states that “Topical antisep- 
tics, wound dressings (un- 
less intended for direct in- 
jection into the teat), vac- 
cines and other biologics, 
and dosage-form vitamins 
and/or mineral products are 
exempt from the labeling 
and storage requirements 
except when determined 
that they are stored in such 
a manner that they may 
contaminate the milk or 
milk product surfaces of con- 
tainers or utensils.” 

It should be noted that 
the only exempted topical 
drugs are topical antisep- 
tics and wound dressings. 

Drugs that are applied topi- 
cally for a systemic effect 
are not included in the Item 
16r footnote exemption. 
Topically applied drugs that 
are not antiseptics or wound 
dressings must comply with 
all labeling, use, and stor- 
age requirements of the 


Item 16r ofthe PMO also 
states that “Unapproved 
and/or improperly labeled 
medicinala/drugs are not 
used to treat dairy animals 
and are not stored in the 
milkhouae, milking barn, 
stable or parlor.” Any drug 
that is capable of acting sys- 
temically and causing resi- 
dues, which is specifically 
not approved by FDA, re- 
gardless of the route of ad- 
ministration, is a violation 
of Item 16r of the PMO if 
found stored or used on a 
dairy farm. 

The following list of 
drugs are applied astopicals 
for their systemic effect 
against internal parasites 
or cattle grubs. They are 
not topical antiseptics or 
wound dressings and they 
are not labeled for use in 
lactating dairy cattle and 
therefore they are not ex- 
empt under the Item 16r 
footnote. 

Drug: Fenthion, trade 
name examples, Spotton 
Cattle Insecticide, Tiguvon 
Pour On; drug: Famphur 
and Xylene, trade name 
examples, PurinaGrub Kill, 
Warbex Famphur Pour On; 
drug: Phosmet, trade name 
examples, Star Bar GX-118, 
Prolate 1-E; drug: 
Ivermectin, trade name ex- 
amples, Ivomec Pour On; 
drug: Levamisole, trade 
name examples, Tramisol 
Pour On, Totalon 

Because of their poten- 
tial to cause residues in 
milk, the use of these drugs 
on lactating dairy cattle or 
their storage with the lac- 
tating cattle drugs is a vio- 
lation of item 16r 


Dimethylsulfoxide 
(DMSO) is a by-product of 
the paper industry and is 
able to carry some drugs 
rapidly through the skin 
and other tissues, There are 
no FDA approved uses for 
DMSO in food-producing 
animals. Approvals do exist 
for uses in horses and dogs. 
Industrial grade DMSO 1s 
widely available for various 
non-medical uses such as 





paint remover and other 
solvent uses. DMSO is of- 
ten found stored on dairy 
farms or mixed with other 
drugs intended for use in 
dairy animals. Such use 
may lead to an increased 
chance of drug residues, off 
odor and off flavor milk 
FDA considers the use 
of DMSO for any veterinary 
purposes other than ap- 
proved uses in dogs and 
horses to be illegal. DMSO 
18 an Unapproved new ani- 
mal drug which is unsafe to 
use in food-producing ani- 
mals. The storage or use of 
DMSO is a violation of Item 
16r. 
Pesticides/rodenticidex’ 
insecticides are usually 
regulated by the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
(EPA). Ordinarily, an EPA 
regulated product can be 
identified by an EPA regis- 
tration number on the la- 
bel. Only products labeled 
for use on or around dairy 
cattle or milking equipment 
should be used and only 
according to their labels. 
EPA regulated pesticides 
rodenticideg/insecticides 
are not controlled under 16r 
but the improper use or stor- 
age or pesticides or rodenti- 
cides violates section 21r of 


the PMO. 


About 34 percent of the total 
land in farms in the U.S. is 
owned by nonfarmers, but most 
uf these uwners live nearby.

Each spring since | bought my horse, | promised myself 
I'd find more time to mde that year But there was always 
farm work, office work and house work, and not much extra 
time These last three years time was not the culpnt, though. 
You see, three years ago 1 was diagnosed with multiple 
sclerusis and suddenly my horra meant more to me than 
ever. I soon lost most of the strength in my legs but I could 
still mde Autumn because I could depend on her. I knew how 
she would react in any situation and I could be prepared and 
compensate When I got off of her back and staggered or 
jerked, orjust couldn't walk at all, it didn't fnghten her hke 
it might have a younger horse who didn’t know me go well. 
These last three years I still rode, but because I couldn't walk 
out into the field to catch her, and because it became harder 
to carry all the tack and saddle her myself, and because 
nding became more difficult as time went by, I didn’t mde as 
much. And now that she’s gone, I may never mde again. 

Each spring | looked forward to all the new calves andthe 
resulting increase in milk production. Doing my share in the 
dairy barn was important to me. Now I only go to the bam 
to visit. Cows are not as forgiving as my horse was and do 
frighten easily, as well as push, crowd and kick occasionally. 
In the barn, I’m a danger to myself and others, sol stay away. 


Each spring I looked forward to wmting a vanety of 
feature stones at work. I like my job as a writer. I hke the 
work and Ihke the challenge. But I can't go out any more and 
follow a farmer around while he tells me what new conser- 
vation method he plans to implement, or how he raised that 
prize-winning cow. Now the information for most of my 
stories must come over the phone 

Each spring | looked forward ty planting a garden. Some 
of my gardens have been very large and resulted in a lot of. 
canning and freezing, which | also love to do. | planted my 
last garden two years ago, just asmall one, but I couldn't stay 
on my feet long enough or get up from my knees well enough 
to take care of it. Working in the kitchen with large kettles 
of hot water isn’t safe anymore and canning and freezing is 
so tiring and requires so much help that it’s not worth it any 
more. 

Each spring I looked forward to nice weather so I could 
get out and walk. Any excuse would do -- going for the cows, 
building fence, looking for wildflowers, picking berries -- | 
just loved to walk. Now, I find it difficult to walk the length 
of a city block. 

Now that my children are grown, I find myself looking 
forward to grandchildren. But II have to hold the babies 
only when I'm sitting down. I could sit and rock a baby to 


sleep, but I couldn't carry it to it’s crib.

Hearing Set For 
Re-Examination 
Of Ferrell Case 

A Grant County, W Va., 
judge has set a tentative 
hearing date of May 25 to 
re-examine the murder and 
kidnapping conviction of 
Paul Ferrell, currently serv: 
ing a life-term sentence in 
the Moundsville, W.Va., 
Penitentiary. The hearing 
Judge C. Reeves Taylor has 
scheduled it in response to a 
petition for a writ of habeas 
corpus filed in Berkeley 
County several weeks ago 

Taylor presided over the 
original trial in January 
1989, when Ferrell was con- 
victed of kidnapping, second 
degree murder, and third 
degree arson. The defendant, 
a former Grant County dep- 
uty, allegedly killed Cather- 
ine Denise Ford, 19, Gor- 
man. While no trace of her 
body has ever been found, 
evidence at the first trial was 
sufficient to convict Ferrell. 
Several appeals have been 
filed since, as the defendant 
continues to maintain his 
innocence in the disappear- 
ance and assumed death of 
Miss Ford. 

Representing Ferrell are 
Dan James, Keyser, W Va., 
and Lonnie Simmons, 
Charleston, W.Va. The attor- 
neys have apparently cited 
prosecutorial misconduct, 
"intellectually dishonest 
testimony, and evidence 
based on disputable state 
tests as grounds for the 
petition. Taylor reportedly 
told the lawyers that they 
have 15 days from Monday’s 
hearing to clarify these 
claims "now and for all 
time.” 

The Grant County Prose- 
cuting Attorney is Dennis 
DiBenedetto, who will have 
30 days following the defense 
lawyers’ clarification to re- 
spond to the petition, accord- 
ing to reports.

THE MAJOR TOPIC OF DISCUSSION for the past tew weeks 
has been the weather and its consequences.

Crellin Elementary School 
A Home Away From Ilome 
(This article was written by Keith Harvey, 
principal of Crellin Elementary School.) 

The Crellin Elementary School staff consists of five 
classroom teachers for grades kindergarten through fifth, 
two Chapter One resource teachers, four instructional 
assistants, and a teaching principal. We also have a .3 
special education teacher and a half-time clerical assistant, 
along with ourtraveling teachers in the areas of music, art, 
physical education, counseling, speech therapy, and the 
school enrichment program 

In addition to the county’s curriculum, Crellin school 
has several programs to assist teachers in providing ser- 
vices to our children. One such program is Chapter One, 
which isa federally funded program to help educationally 
deprived children succeed inthe reguiarcurriculum of the 
school system. Another is the School Enrichment Program 
which provides lessons for grade three, and critical and 
creative thinking skillsfor the talent pool in grades fourand 
five. 

Our guidance counselor provides assistance to students 
on many topics such as developing a positive self-image, 
learning toget along with peers, and career education. The 
counsclor plans jointly with the classroom teacher to ad- 
dregs individual, small group, or entire classroom needs 

Other instructional programs at our school include 
band, chorus, and computer awareness. 

Our computer lab houses 11 Apple !1GS computers. We 
also have one Apple [IGS computer networked intoeach of 
our five classrooms. Our Jab houses two printers - one 
remains in the lab while the other is shared among the 
classrooms when it is needed We have over 100 separate 
computer programs to reinforce and supplement all subject 
areas Each clasaroom’s computer offers the same programs 
that are found on the computers in our lab. We also house 
a“Magmabyte” whichis anelectronic blackboard used with 
an overhead projector. This allows computer image to be 
projected on a screen for use with the whole class or small 
group 

Ourteachers and assistants are providing ourstudents 
with many creative techniques and strategies to enhance 
each student's academic goals. In addition, we are increas- 
ing the parental involvement by establishing a parent 
coordinator to oversee our volunteers We are conducting 
“Special Topic” meetingson a monthly basis, and involving 
students in ourmonthly PTA programs. 

Crellin school is truly a “Home Away From Home” for 
the students of the Crellin community. The staff of the 
school feels that it providesthe students with acaring and 
loving atmosphere which enriches the learning environ. 
ment for all of its students.

MENTALILLNESS AND THE CHURCH 
by Carol L. Cox 

Spirituality plays a major role in withstanding the pain 
andconfusion of mental illness. 

Are familiesreluctant tocome forward out of their closets 
of silence and fear toshare the clergy andcongregation what 
is happening to them? Often, they aren't even sure them- 
selves. Is it because they don’t perceive that the church is 
acaring community? 

Alife journey which includes a struggle with a mental 
disorder requires and deserves special understanding and 
sensitivity. 

The role of the pastor and the congregation in ministry 
to individuals who face mental illness can be divided into 
several areas of service or functions: providingcommunity, 
offering compassion, public advocacy, developing resources, 
pastoral care andcounseling, and sometimeseven assisting 
with treatment. 

Small groups within some congregations around the 
country have emerged todo the education on mental illness; 
to develop specific fellowship or study activities; to help 
provide housing and counseling centers and to join the 
never-ending battle against stigma and for adequate mental 
health care systems. 

These biological brain diseases can involve profound 
disturbances in thought and emotions, leaving the indi- 
vidual fragile and vulnerable in spirit. The victim’sneedsor 
the needsof his family members may be great, evenat times 
overwhelming. As with othercomplex and difficult illnesses, 
cures may be elusive or unavailable, forcing prolonged, even 
life-long, suffering. ? 

Itisthen that congregations are called upon to offer deep 
tenderness, great care and the utmost respect in extending 
itshand andhospitality. 

How does your congregation rate? 

In many cases, society tends to deny that persons who 
have or are experiencing serious mental disorderseven have 
aspirit ora soul that needs attention. Are we missing a link 
in the healing process? Shouldn't we as Christians work 
actively on behalf of those persons with serious mental 
illness and their families to make their lives more comfort- 
able and significant? 

First and foremost, we must understand and accept that 
mental illness is truly a disease . .. not a disgrace. In an 
atmosphere of love and concern, family burdenscan surely 
be lightened. In the days of His flesh, the Son of God went 
about doing good, driving out demons from the possessed, 
and helping the deranged. We can ask in our quiet timesof 
prayer for guidance, insight and the ability to let those 
afflicted know that He will sustain them with his grace and 
our understanding.

Administration 
Opposes Bay 
Run-Off Bill 


A bill that would reqnire 
farmers to reduce nutrient 
pollution of the Chesapeake 
Bay was opposed by the 
Schaefer administration last 
week on the grounds that 
voluntary - as opposed to 
coercive - programs would 
bring about the desired re- 
duction of pollution. 

The bill is sponsored by 
one of the Senate’s leading 
environmentalists, who re- 
portedly believes that man- 
datory anti-pollution mea- 
sures should be favored over 
volimtary ones. 

Senate Bill 624 would 
require all farms receiving 
easements or cost-share 
funds from the Maryland 
Department of Agriculture to 
implement such a plan. Als., 
by 1999, any farms with a 
large number of animals or 
farms that apply animal 
manure to crops would also 
have to comply. 

Senate Bill 568, however, 
would finance this program 
with a two percent sales tax 
on pesticides and fertilizers. 


Committee Takes 
Action To Cut 
Schaefer Budget 


The Maryland General 
Assembly's Spending 
Affordability Committee, 
which was formed in the 
1980s to come up with a 
voluntary cap on new 
expenditures, has reportedly 
decided to cut at least $104 
million from Governor Wil- 
liam Donald Schaefer's 
proposed $12.7 billion Fiscal 
Year 1994 budget. 

Although the governor's 
proposal reflects a five 
percent increase in spending 
over last year, the committee 
has recommended holding 
spending at a 2.5 percent 
increase in anticipation of 

, the effect the federal 
‘ economic proposals might 
1 have on the state. 

Governor Schaefer 
reportedly responded to the 
decision by saying it was a 
mistake to cut that amount 
because it would likely mean 
that up to 600 state employ- 
ees would be laid off.

Senate Approves 
Recycling Bill 

Final approval was given 
by the Senate last week on a 
bill that will require some 
plastic containers to be 
manufactured with at least 
25% recycled material 
beginning in July 1996. 

Senate Bill 258 received a 
29-15 vote and is now 
awaiting approval by the 
House of Delegates which 
killed a similar bill last year. 

Plastic soft drink 
containers and detergent 
bottles would be the two 
main items covered in the 
bill. 


Child Support 
Bill Favored 


The Senate Judicial Pro- 
ceedings Committee unani- 
mously voted in favor of a 
bill that would provide ways 
of enforcing child support 
payment laws — a measure 
sought by the Schaefer ad- 
ministration. 

The bill includes the 
provision that unmarried 
fathers acknowledge their 
paternity in writing within 
hours of the birth of their 
children. It would also re- 
quire that persons who have 
failed to pay child support 
payments be reported to 
credit agencies, and that 
judges would be provided 
with easier ways of withhold: 
ing wages for the purpose of 
securing payments and for 
demanding retroactive pay- 
ments.

Senate Committee 
Rejects AIDS 
Reporting Bill 


In a 6-5 vote, the Senate 
Environmental and Econom- 
ic Affairs Committee rejected 
a measure that would have 
required doctors and labora- 
tories to report the names of 
people who have tested posi- 
tive for HIV to the state 
health department. 

The bill was introduced 
by the Schaefer administra- 
tion and was the second 
attempt in two years to 
implement the requirement. 

While health department 
officials reportedly lobbied in 
favor of the bill in an effort 
to more efficiently and accu- 
rately find ways of combat- 
ing the disease, a number of 
doctors and AIDS activists 
opposed the bill on the 
grounds that it would deter 
people from getting tested. 


Keno Survives 


House Vote 

Only days after the House 
Ways and Means Committee 
killed a bill that would have 
prohibited the controversial 
Keno lottery game from 
being continued in the state 
of Maryland, the full House 
voted against a motion that 
the bill be forced out of the 
committee and onto the floor 
for a debate among the 141 
delegates. 

House Democratic leaders 
reportedly stated that 
bringing a bill to the floor 
that had already been killed 
in committee would 
undermine the committee 
system. 

The House of Delegates 
voted 81-49 against a motion 
to force the bill out of the 
committee, but some 
legislators have still not 
given up the fight, according 
to reports. 

The full Senate had voted 
last week to abolish the 
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game by the end of the year 
The bill (SB304) to abolish 
the game also stipulates that 
no new lottery games would 
be introduced into the state 
unless they receive prior 


| approval by the legislature 


House Committee 
Supports Health 
Coverage Bill 


In a 25-1 vote, the House 
Economics Matters Commit- 
tee, approved a measure that 
would make health insur- 
ance more available to 
Marylanders. The committee 
also reportedly indicated 
they would consider impos- 
ing limits on the amount 
doctors may charge for their 
services. 

House Bill 1359 is now 
before the full House for a 
debate this week. 

Specifically, the bill would 
make health insurance avail- 
able to businesses that em- 
ploy from two to 50 workers. 


Scholarship Program 


Killed In Committee 

The House Ways and 
Means Committee last week 
voted in favor of a measure 
to abolish the state’s legisia- 
tive scholarship program. 
The $7 million program is 
scheduled to be discontinued 
beginning in October 1994. 

The bill includes a re- 
quest, however, that calls for 
the legislature to propose a 
replacement program that 
would provide financial aid 
to middle-income college 
students. 

Maryland is reportedly 
the only state in the nation 
with a legislative scholarship 
program, and this year 
marks the first year in at 
least 25 years that the 
House of Representatives 
has challenged the establish- 
ment of the program which 
has received a fair amount of 
criticism over the past few 
years. That criticism has 
largely centered around 
allegations that the program 
is politically tainted. 

District 1-A Delegate 
George C. Edwards has, in 
fact. co-sponsored legislation 
in the past that would abol- 
ish the scholarship program.

Atatimewhenthe nation 
can least afford it, Ameri- 
cans are slipping in several 
important health habits, ac- 
cording to anew nationwide 
survey released by Garrett 
County Memorial Hospital. 
And because the cost of pre- 
venting illness is much less 
than the cost of treating it, 
the Wellness Together Pro- 
yram, sponsored by the hos- 
pital and the Garrett County 
Health Department, is tak- 
ing the lead in educating area 
residents on positive health 
habits through the Choose 
To Lose Weight Loss Pro- 
gram, Personal Stress Man- 
agement, Blood Chemistry 
Screening, Women’s and 
Men's Health Checks and the 
Special Touch Breast Cancer 
Awareness Program. 

During 1992, Americans 
gained weight, ate less care- 
fully than in 1991, andexer- 
cisednomorethanthey dida 
decade ago, according tothe 
1992 Baxter Survey of Ameni- 
can Health Habits, conducted 
by Louis Harris and Associ- 
ates, who have been tracking 
health habits for 10 years. 
The new survey is sponsored 
by Baxter International, 
working in partnership with 
hospitalsnationwide. Baxter 
is the world’s leading mar- 
keter ofhealth-care products, 
systema and services. 

According tothe survey, 
the most significant improve- 
ments made recently in 
health behavior across the 
nation are in areas such as 
seatbelt use and the use of 
smoke detectors, where good 
habits are required by law.

health habits, the nation is 
at best holding the line, and 
at worst slipping from gains 
made in the early-to-mid- 
1980s. Overthe past lO years, 
the biggest gain in health 
habits was made in 1984 and 
1985. Improvementscontin- 
ued through the late ’80s, 
but have been relatively flat 


since 1989 -- and are down 
from 1991. 

“The survey is a worri- 
some sign that we're becom- 
ing careless about preventa- 
tive health care,” said Ben- 
jamin Rosenthal, president 
of Garrett Memorial. “This 
is disturbing because if we 
don't take steps to protect 
ourselves, we sacrifice what 
is probably our single best 
opportunity to contain 
health-care costs. That’swhy 
we are working tomake sure 
this essential information 
about health behavior and 
risk reaches our commu- 
nity.” 

Tounderstand the status 
of the nation’s health, it is 
important to examine the 
1992 Baxter survey results 
for behavior in important 
areas of preventative health 
care. Among the survey's 
findings: 

* Exercise. Only 33 per- 
cent of Americans now get 
strenuous exercise three 
times a week or more, down 
four percentage points from 
1991 

* Weight. 66 percent of 
Americans are overweight -- 
up from 63 percent in 1991, 
and 58 percent in 1983. 

* Eating Patterns and 
Nutrition. Only 44 percent 
of Americans try hard to 


) 








avoid cholesterol, and only 
51 percent try hard to avoid 
fat. Both figures are down six 
percentage points from 1991. 
Particularly disturbing is 
that avoiding cholesterol is 
the only nutritional behavior 
that improved over the past 
decade -- until it fell six points 
from 1991 and 1992. 

* Stress. 28 percent of 
Americans say they feel un- 
der great stress at least sev- 
eral days a week. Andonly 58 
percent say they get sevento 
eight hours of sleep a night, 
down from 64 percent from 
1983. Over the past decade, 
stress levels have risen con- 
stantly for those aged 18-49, 
and held steady for those 50 
andover. 

* Women’s Health. 
Women are conscientious 
about health screening. 49 
percent of women examine 
their breasts for signsofcan- 
ceronce each month -- up 12 
percent from 1983. But only 
40 percent of women over 65 
examine their breasts - cause 
for concern, since the risk of 
breast cancer increases with 
age. Forty-four percent of 
women overall] have a 
mammogram at least every 
other year. For women aged 
40 and over -- the group for 
which mammography is rec- 
ommended -- roughly two- 
thirds reporthaving the test 
at least every other year, 
which meansone-third of all 
American womenin the same 
age group are not being 
screened as often as they 
should be. 

* Smoking. Good news: 
76 percent of Americans are 
non-smokers -- an all-time 
high. Public-health experts 
point to extensive education 
campaigns, as well as the 
introductionof more restric- 
tive laws on smoking in of- 
fices and public places. In 
addition, 30 percent of smok- 
ers say they would be very 
likely to quit, and 27 percent 
say they would be somewhat 
likely to quit, if they were 
required to pay significantly 
more forhealth insurance.

GC Health Dept. 
Addresses Food 
Poisoning Issue 
In an effort to disperse 
anxiety caused by the recent 
foodborne illness outbreaks 
inthe Western United States 
causex| by contaminated ham- 
burger. the Garrett County 
Health Department has pro- 
vided information as to how 
the outbreaks occurred as 
well as how to prevent this 
type of foodborne illness from 
occurring locally 
There was a foodborne 
outbreak in the Western 
United States during Janu- 
ary of this year, mainly cen- 
tered around Seattle, Wash- 
ington Achainof quick serve 
restaurants was implicated 
in the outbreak, with over 
250 reported cases of hemor- 
rhagiccolitiscaused by acer- 
tain strain of “E. Coli” bacte- 
na. Many ofthe stricken were 
children under 12 whowere 
hospitalized, and at least one 
death has been associated 
with the outbreaks. 
The illness is character- 
ized by severecramping and 
diarrhea which 18 initially

Occasionally vomit 
ing occurs. Fever 1s either 
low grade or absent. The ill- 
ness is self-limited and lasts 
for an average of eight days. 

History of recent out- 
breaks in the United States 
and Canada with E. Coli: 1982 
- three outbreaks occurred, 
with two associated with ham- 
burgers from a fast food 
chain, and the thirdoccurred 
ina home for the aged where 
19 persona died; 1984 - two 
large outbreaks occurred; 
1985 - one large outbreak 
occurred; and 1986 - three 
large outbreaksoccurred. 

l1emorrhagiccolitiainfec- 
tions (bloody stools) are not 
common as a foodborne ill- 
ness, however cases could go 
unreported because of alack 
of investigation as to the 
source of infection. In the 
Pacific Northwest, E. Coli is 
thought to be second only to 
Salmonella as a cause of bac- 
terial diarrhea, according to 
ahealth department spokes- 
person. 


Controlling E. Coli 
In Hamburgers 

Beef should be slaugh- 
tered in a fashion that will 
not contaminate the meat, 
the spokesperson advised. 
Shouldthe meat becomecon- 
taminated before being 
ground for hamburger, the 
grinding process will mix the 
contamination throughout 
the hamburger. 

All typeaof meat support 
the growthofbacteria. There- 
fore, all meat should be held 
underrefngeration at atem- 
perature of 45° F. or less. 
This will slow down the 
growth of any bacteria that 
may be present. During the 
grinding process, hamburger 
should remain below 45° F. 
also 

Samplea of ground beef 
collected at retail storeshave 
shown that about 3% of the 
samples were contaminated 
with E. Coliofa type that will 
cause food 1l]ness. Therefore, 
it is necessary to kill these 
bacteria during the cooking 
of the hamburger. Tokill the 
E. Coli bacteria, the ground 
beef patty must be heated to 
155°. Thisrendersthe patty 
“well-done” (no pink). Cover- 
ing the patty with a lid will 
aid in reaching the 155° tem- 
perature 

Todetermine ifthe patty 

has reached the propertem- 
perature, a thermocouple 
wire would be the best in- 
strument to use. Metal stem 
thermometers are difficult to 
use for thia purpose because 
of the thin massof the patty 
During routine inspections 
of restaurants in Garrett 
County, the health depart- 
ment will tie evaluating cook- 
ing temperatures for ham- 
burgers. crabcakes, andsim:- 
laritems 

These guidelineson cook- 
ing temperatures do not ap- 
ply to steaks and roasts, as 
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muscle tissue from healthy 
animal is considered to be 
sterile. Therefore, only the 
outside of intact pieces of 
meat need toreach 155° Fto 
kill the E. Coli bacteria. 

“The bottom line is, do 
not eatrare hamburger,” the 
spokesperson said. “If youare 
served hamburgersthat have 
apinkcenterat afood service 
facility, return the burger 
for additional cooking. Ifyou 
are preparing hamburger at 
your home kitchen, break 
apart a patty and check for 
pink culor. Ifthe center meat 
isstill pink, additional cook - 
ing is needed.”

BORN AGAIN? 
March 14, 1993 


Background Scripture: 

John 3:1-21. 

Devotional Reading: 

John 3:22-36. 

There ia hardly any human 
experience that cannot be 
trivializel by human systam- 
atization. While rituals are 
important and valid for human 
life, there is always the danger 
of reducingexpenence toa ritual 
or formula. 

Particularly in the realm of 
the spirit. While it is under- 
atandable that we should want 
to hold on to and repeat our 
spiritual highs, it is arrogant 
and even blasphemous for us to 
assume Ulal we can write rules 
and specificationa for them. In 
asense, it is tell'ng God that he 
must do it “this way” and no 
other. God intends for ua to 
experience these things, not to 
package and merchandiae 
them. 

Wenec| tokeepthatin mind 
when we approach the matter 
of being “born again.” Few hu- 
man experiences have ever been 
so systematized that the en- 
counter between Jeaus and 
Nicodemus. Itis ironic that this 
experience of regeneration 
should serve to divide ao many 
Christians. Some wear it 
proudly as a badge oftheir spiri- 
tual superiority, Others shun it 
because of theirdiscomfort with 
those who have advertised 
themselves as “born again.” The 
problem is not with being “born 
again,” but what people try to 
make of that experience. 

THE OLD ORDER 

The story of Jesus and 
Nicodemus in John 3:1-21 is a 
gol example of the kind of 
attitude that can spoil rather 
than enhance the experience. 
Nicodemus, a member of the 
supreme council of the 
sanhedrin, comea to Jeeua at 


night. He comes as a Pharisee, 
a reprasentative of the old or- 
der which Jeeua seema to want 
to supersede. According to that 
old legaliatic order, the king- 
dom of Ged is entered by moral 
achievement baaed upon faith- 
fully keeping the law. 

But Jeaus makes itclaar that 
the new order ia dependent, not 
achievement, but 
God's grace: *...unlesa one is 
born anew, he cannot aee the 
kingdom of God’ (3:3). A vari 
ant reading, the Jerusalem 
Bible and s footnote of the RSV, 
aays “born from above,” while 
the King Jamea version says 
*born again.” It really doean't 
matter, for the intent is to say 
that one must be transformed, 
not ourown efforts, but by God. 
What Jesus ie lifting up for 
Nicodemus here is not s for- 
mula but a spiritual reality. 

So, how does Nicodemus re- 
spond? Immediately he looks 
foraformula, a system, a ritual: 
*How can aman be born when 
he is old? Can he enter # second 
time into his mother's womb 
and be born?°(3:4). If Jeeus will 
just tell him the right way todo 
this, he can package it, make it 
a rule or ironclad procedure for 
all Israel. 

WHERE IT WILLS 

Jesus responds by explain- 
ing that spiritual rebirth is not 
something to systematize or 
ritualize. “The wind blows 
where it wills, and you hear the 
aound of it, but you donot know 
whence it comes or wither it 
goes: so itis with everyone born 
of the Spirit” (3:8). We cannot 
capture or detain the Spirit. 
Nor can we regulate it. 

Note what Jesue does NOT 
say about spiritual rebirth. He 
doea not put a stopwatch or 
calender on it. He doea not say 
that it carries a lifetime guar- 
antee. He does not suggest that 
rebirth is so much aneventas it 
is a continuing condition and 
reality. 

Spiritual rebirth is not just 
for some people, some time, but 
for all of us, all the time. It will 
take place whenever we open 
ourselves to God's renewing 
grace. And when it does, we will 
be humble, not proud.

This season, Ray 1s starring 
in NBC's “Almost Home” (air- 
ing Saturdays) as Millicent 
Torkelson. a single mother of 
three who has moved her fam- 
ily from Oklahoma to Seattle, 
where she has her hands full 
serving as a live-in nanny to 
the two spoiled teen-age chil- 
dren of a wealthy widower 
(Perry King) and trying to re- 
main understanding when her 
no-longer-so-sensitive daugh- 
ter Dorothy Jane (Burnette) 
attempts to disassociate her- 
self from her Oklahoma roots 

Ray has mixed feelings 
about the changes 

“They rewrote us to suit de- 
mographics, let's be honest.” 
she says “They wanted to 
bring in a more urban audi- 
ence. and they wanted to bring 
in guys. So when you re rewrit- 
ten for a demographic, it 


makes it a little more sterile 
and they sitcommed us up 
Now. that’s a bad thing if you 
go with the sitcom stereotype 
But in a way it’s also a good 
thing bec ause there's more en- 
ergy to it, and we re not all de- 
pressed all the time ” 

Many of the changes. she 
emphasizes, have been posi- 
tive “I think, honestly. ‘The 
Torkelsons started telling the 
same story over and over,’ 
Ray says “And with this new 
setup. we have more of a 
chance for conflict I geta 
grown-up to talk to. which I'm 
so thankful for Perry King 
Sometimes we get adult-or- 
ented stories And I don't cry 
all the time, which is really 
nice ” 

It is even likely that a ro- 
mance of some sort will even- 
tually develop between Ray's 
character and Perry King’s 

“Of course,” she says. “It's 
TV And luckily his wife is 
dead. like all TV wives are 
Actually. I told Perry you 
could tell how we were doing 
in the ratings by how soon they 
had us fall in love. If we start 
falling in love real quick. we 
are doomed, doomed, doomed 
But so far we re just looking at 
each other sideways 

Ray ts also a playwright 
Her “Smoke on the Mountain.” 
a bluegrass gospel musical. is 
touring nationally, and she 1s 
interested in writing for TV as 
well. “It's a different animal 
out here, so I’m going totry to 
crack that nut too,” she says 
“Being female and being deep 
into my 30s. you have to look 
tothe future When you look at 
the breakdown, I notice in 
LA, there were 70,000 actors 
out here, there were 50.000 
jobs last year, and only 16.000 
went to women ”

School Zone 
Safety Handbook 
Released By State 


Governor William Donald 
Schaefer and the Maryland 
State Highway Adminis- 
tration’s (SI1A) School Zone 
Safety Task Force have an- 
nounced the distribution ofa 
new handbook designed to 
help parent/teacher groups, 
schoo] administrators, and 
other concerned citizens ad- 
dress school zone safety. 

Recom mended Safe Prac- 
tices Within School Traffic 
Areas: Practical Safety Pro 
rams anda Guide for Find- 
ing the Right Resources has 
been produced for each of 
Maryland's 23counties, pro- 
viding detailson how totackle 
school zone safety issues rel - 
evant toeach region. 

"How do parents leam 
about theirchildren’s school 
safety rules? How can school 
administrators devise school 
area safety regulations and 
keep the community in- 
formed? Where can parents 
go to learm about safe walk- 
ing routes for their kids? 
These are the kinds of ques- 
tions this handbook ad- 
dresses,” said Schaefer. 

The handbook examines 
such topics as schoo] area 
signs and markings, defin- 
ing bus stops and loading 
zones, cross walks and cross- 
ing guards, the use of bi- 
cycles and skatebvards on 
school grounds, and other 
igsues. 

“As stated in the hand- 
book, the SHA district engi- 
neer in each county will cre- 
ate a working committee to 
include members of the local 
school board, law enforcement 
community, PTA, state, 
county and town traffic engi- 
neers and others. The com- 
mittee will address local 
transportation safety issues,” 
said SHA Administrator Hal 
Kasaoff. 

The School Zone Safety 
Task Force was created in 
fall 1991 and includes SHA 
staff, Maryland Delegates 
Joan Cadden andJoan Pitkin, 
State Senator Leo E. Green, 
Carolyn Roeding of the Mary- 
land Congress of Parents and 
Teachers, Inc. (MCPT), Cor- 
poral Mike Fischer of the 
Maryland State Police, as 
well as representatives of 
various county school] sys- 
tems. 

"Marylanders are very 
concerned about the safety of 
school age children on our 
streets and highways. The 
task force is working dili- 
gently to promote consistency 
and uniformity in trafficcon- 
trols and procedures across 
all levelsof Maryland schools 
This handbook is a prime 
example of this effort,” the 
governor said. 

In addition to the hand- 
book, other projects of the 
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task force include evaluating 
pedestrian crossings with 
high accident records, estab- 
lishing improved communi- 
cation between SHA and 
school officials, and imple- 
menting the safety programs 
developed by SHA on 
Maryland’sroad system. The 
task force meeta bi-monthly 
to address school safety state- 
wide. 

“We are now planning to 
hold a spring workshop for 
educators, legislators, police, 
state highways, and other 
concerned parties toexamine 
school zone safety isaues,” 
Kassoff said.

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Half Of Maryland 
Income Taxpayers 
Might Forget Label 


Maryland State Comptrol 
ler Louis L. Goldstein said 
that halfof all taxpayers still 
working on their Maryland 
income tax returns wil] make 
achoice that can delay their 
state tax refund up toa week. 
"They1l make that choice 
when they decide whether or 
not touse the address label,” 
he said. 

Thecomptroller alaonoted 
that 1.7%of the returns pro- 
cessed by February 27th con- 
tained an error in figuring 
the local income tax, down 
from 2.5% nearly a month 
ago. 
“That's an improvement 
but it’sextremely important 
for taxpayers to be careful 
when figuring their local in- 
come tax,” Goldstein said. 


Hereminded taxpayersto 
use the correct worksheet for 
their county in their Mary- 
land tax booklet tohelp them 
figure their local income tax 
correctly. 

About 700,000 out of an 
expected 2.2 million Mary- 
land income tax returns have 
been filed so far, the comp- 
troller noted. “We've also 
mailed out nearly 302,000 
refund checks, averaging 
$352,” he said. 


Goldstein noted that, 
while not using the label is 
not an error, it will delay 
refund checks. If earlier 
trends persist, nearly 50%of 
the taxpayers who have yet 
tofiletheir Marylandretum 
will not affix the pre-printed 
address label to their state 
forms. 

“That decision will delay 
processing and mailing of 
theirstate income tax refund 
by about one week,” Goldstein 
said. 

The comptroller saidthat 
the only time taxpayersshould 
not use the address label isif 
it’s incorrect. If the name, 
address or social security 
number information is incor- 
rect, do not use the label.

President Clanton s pr. 
posed energy tax will hit 
fasmers vapecially hard be- 
cauae it will ra.se production 
‘osta, cut farm prnces anid 
make U S farmers lesa com 
petitive in world markets. 
the Amencan Farm Bureau

In a letter to Clinton, 
AFBF President Dean Kleck- 


ner said the proposed tax 
will cost farmers an esti- 
mated $1 billion per year, 
about two percent of U.S. net 
farm income Halfthe $1 bil 
hon hit would come from di 
rect fuel costs, the other half 
would come from indirect 
costa resulting from price 
hikes for inputs lke fertil- 
izer and pesticides. 

The farm leader urged 
the president to “remove the 
energy lax frum your eco- 
nomic proposal because of its 
negative impact on efficiency, 
productivity and competi- 
tiveness.” 

Klecknertold Clinton that 
agricultural production 1s 
“highly energy-dependent.”

Chairman Kika de la Garza 
(D-Texas) and ranking Re- 
publican Pat Roberts (Kan- 
sas) said farm spending has 
been the only entitlement to 
decline since 1985 and the 
only one projected to decline 
further. “Agnculture spend- 
ing has borne a greater share 
of the cuts than any other 
sector of the budget even 
though it accounts for one 
percent of federal outlays,” 
they said 

The farm panel lcaders 
urged the Budget Commt- 
tee to continue agnculture 
and rural development 
spending at this year’s level, 
adjusted for inflation. For 
next year, that primarily 
would mean restormng cuts 
in rural electmfication and 
crop insurance sought by 
President Clinton. The Bud- 
get Committee starts work 
on the 1:7: spending plan 
this week 

De la Garza and Roberts 
pointed out problems with 
Clinton's proposal tobar farm 
program payments to farm- 
ers with non-farm income 
greaterthan$100,000a year. 
They said farm payments are 
not simply “welfare transfer 
payments,” but serve totake 
land out of production to bal- 
ance supply and demand 
Moreover, they said the pro- 
posal would mostly hurt ten- 
anta, be difficult to enforce 
and probably would not gen- 
erate the projected budget 
savings 

The Agnculture Commit- 
tee leaders stressed that ad- 
ditional funding may be 


needed in two major areas: 
pesticide registration and

Energy taxes hit farm- 
erstwice, the Institute savs 

Environmental taxes 
also hit farmers twice, they 
say. “Each tax is levied on 
farmers use of energy or 
input tools and on the pro- 
duction of those input tools 
Thus. if both energy and 
environmental taxes are 
enacted, farmers would pay 
four new taxes,” says The 
Fertilizer Institute 

It is urgent, they say. 
that all those involved in 
agriculture contact their 
Senators and Representa- 
tives to let them know the 
tmpact such taxes have on 
agriculture. They ask farm- 
erstocall or write the Wash- 
ington, D C., office of elected 
officials and contact the dis- 
trict office and ask to meet 
with the Congressman dur 
ing his/her next trip tu the 
district. The Institute feels 
itis vital that Congress gets 
input now fram those who 
work in agriculture

State Holstein Assoc. President 
Is Local Dairyman, Oren Bender

Nestled in The Cove, one 
of the most scenic farming 
areas of the county, is the 
Oren Bender dairy farm. 
Bender is now serving as 
president of the Maryland 
Holstein Association, andin 
that position, has been busy 
preparing for the annual 
state convention being held 
in Garrett County this 
weekend, “I can say it is a 
real privilege to serve in 
this capacity,” Bender said. 
“It’s an honor that the rest 
of the state sees us as ca- 
pable of hosting the conven- 
tion here at this far western 
end of the state where we 
have only 28 Association 
members, compared with 
some of the other dairy 
counties like Frederick that 
have over 200 members.” 

Bender has been farm- 
ing for over 35 years, and he 
and his family currently 
milk 98 cows. Family help 
18 important to Bender. His 
son, Bob, Bob’s wife Alice 
and their sons, Derrick and 
Shawn are always there to 
help. Bender’s wife, Fannie, 
still helps some, but mostly 
does the bookwork. “She’s 
our secretary/treasurer,” 
Bender laughs. Son Doug. 
his wifeJulie and sons Keith 
and Tony help on weekends, 
especially Sunday mornings 
so they can all get done in 
time for church. Bender says 
he’s very grateful for that. 
And, son Brian still helps 
occasionally. 

The dairyman has seen 
some changes in the Hol- 
stein breed in the 35 years 
he’s been farming. “We've 
got a lot better udders on 
our cows today,” he said, 
and added, “The production 
has almost doubled since | 
started. Then, 12,000 
pounds per cow was consid- 
ered good. Now it takes 
18,000 to 20,000 pounds to 
make ends meet.” The

Bender herd now has a 
20,669 pound rolling herd 
average, with 765 pounds, 
3.7%, fat and 685 pounds, 
3.32%, protein. The Benders 
had 22 cows that scored ex 
cellent in a recent classifi- 
cation, and 46 that scored 
very good. The herd has alsv 
placed ninth in the nation 
for cows over 100 BAA 
(breed age average). 

Bender feelsthe Holstein 
Association is important to 
dairymen and to the breed. 
“There’s quite an advantage 
in registration costs for state 
and national members, a 
savings of about half. Mem- 
bers receive the breed maga- 
zine, the association spon- 
sors sales, and once each 
year they hold breed im- 
provement meetings in sev- 
eral areas of the state so all 
dairymen can attend. The 
National Holstein Associa- 
tion also sponsors the clas- 
sification program, and had 
classifiers in our area this 
week to get the hosting 
membersready for the state 
convention. “It’s always 
good to have the backing of 
a national group,” Bender 
said. 

The importance of “cow 
families” has always been 
stressed by Bender. For the 
layman, a cow family is one 
that can transmit good 
qualities. Bender remem- 
bersthat when he wasabout 
17 yearsoldhe raised beagle 
dogs, and after selling about 
28 of them he bought two 
registered Holstein heifers, 
one he named Inn and one 
Gem. Of the cattle he has 
known which descended di- 
rectly from the Gem mater- 
nal side, 48 of them have 
scored excellent and a lot of 
them have made 30,000 
pounds of milk or more 
Bender will be selling atwo- 
year-old cow on Saturday 
which is a descendant of. 
Gem. 

Bender thinks there is 
certainly going to be a fu- 
ture for the dairy industry 
“It may mean tightening our 
belts some more,” he says. 
stating that the government 
will probably cut farm sub- 
sidves and that dairymen 
will have to continue pro- 
ducing good quality milk for 
the market. Bender says he 
1s not in favor of bovine so- 


matotropin (bST) which 
may come on the market in 
the near future. He ques- 
tions its efficiency. “A per- 
son hoping for a little more 
milk to keep him in the black 
might find that it will back- 
fire (using bST).”

Milk Production 
Up In Maryland 


Maryland dairy farmers 
produced 1.444 billion 
pounds of milk during 1992, 
an increase of almost two 
percent from 1991 and the 
largest amount since 1987 
when 1.5 bilhon pounds 
were produced. This higher 
milk production came about 
because of more output per 
cow. During 1992 milk per 
cow averaged 14,586 
pounds; 740 pounds higher 
than the previous record set 
in 1986. The number of cows 
on Maryland dairy farms 
averaged 99,000 during 
1992. This is the first time 
the number of cows slipped 
below 100,000 for the an- 
nual average. In 1991 there 
were 103,000 cowson Mary- 
land farms and as recently 
as 1985 there were 119,000 
dairy cows in Maryland.

*Pre- fill hungry animals with dry hay/or bunk feed. 

*Put animals onto alfalfa pastures for short penods 
initially 

*Alwaya keep dry hay (any quality) available during 
grazing 

*Watch animals carefully on cool-wet days. Lush forage 
greatly increases consumption, thus increases bloat poten- 
tial 

*Use poloxolene. Poloxolene fed prior to and during 
grazing, according to recommendations, reduces bloat.

Red Clover—Use Certified Seed 

Red Clover comes and goes as a forage crop. We all know 
that Red Clover is excellent feed. The biggest disadvantages 
are the short longevity of the stand and the difficulty of 
drying down. However, today more and more of the hay 
crops are being stored ashigh moisture haylage and with the 
development of new certified varieties, the stands are more 
persistent. According to the variety trails at the University 
of Kentucky the certified vaneties yielded an average of 
1,000 pounds more forage per acre when compared to 
common varieties the first year of production with a spring 
seeding And the second year the certified varieties pro- 
duced 2,000 pounds more forage per acre. 

Seeding a certified variety costs about $10 more per acre. 
But the extra hay and better stand persistence is well worth 
the extra cost. Farmers can tell if a variety is certified by the 
presence of a blue tag on the bag. The blue tag is the only

Report On Ag Aid 
To Former Soviets 


Given Congress 


Maryland Secretary of 
Agriculture Robert L. 
Walker hasannounced that 
a Congressional Research 
Service panel that he served 
on has presented its final 
report to Congress on U.S. 
Agricultural Assistance to 
the former Soviet Union 
Walker, whois anexpert on 
the agricultural and food 
sector of the former Soviet 
Union, has traveled to the 
region at various times and 
has personally met with of- 
ficials from Russia, Ukraine 
and the other newly inde- 
pendent states. 

“Our panel recom- 
mended short term loans to 
provide food aid. Equally as 
important, we recom- 
mended long term assis- 
tance to help these new 
states make the transition 
to a market economy,” 
Walker said 

The long term assistance 
the panel recommended in- 
cludes education and train- 
ing of those involved in the 
food chain to help them solve 
their production and distrn- 
bution problems. 

“I believe that a compre- 
hensive package to provide 
assistance to help the people 
of these emerging democra- 
cies would also promote U.S. 
trade and economic inter- 
ests. The former Soviet 
Union, with a population of 
291 millon, represents a 
large untapped market for 
U.S. products,” said Walker 

“Our report to Congress 
urges the U.S. government 
to develop a clear and effec- 
tive food policy for this part 
of the world.

Dear Dr. Bohling, We've had numerous freezes 
and thaws this winter and I already see some “heav- 
ing” in my alfalfa fields. What's the best way to 
determine whether an alfalfa stand needs reseeding? 

In the spring, go out and evaluate the crown and the root 
areas of some plants. If you find white, firm tissue in the 

crown and root, the plant 1s viable even though it may be 
partially heaved out of the ground. If you see no regrowth 
from a plant, or ifthe tissue appears mushy or brown incolor, 
the plant has been killed by the heaving or disease. Next, 
take a count of the live plants and determine the stand. 

Based on the age of the stand, we have recommendations 
for leaving the stand or reac: ding. For a first-year stand- 
one seeded in 1992--you need between 12 and 20 plants per 
square foot. Below that, I recommend reseeding. In a second- 
year stand, you need eight to 12 plants per square foot. For 
stands three years old or older, | recommend replanting if 
plant density 1s less than six to eight plants per square foot. 
Make up aone-foot square frime and randomly lay itin your 
field. Count the live plants within that area, figure an 
average and determine if reseeding is justified. 

Dear Dr. Bohling, | ast year, one of my soybean 
fields topped 55 bushels per acre. In another field, the 
samevariety was hit with Phytophthora root rot,and 
only yielded 28 bushels per acre. Should I drop that 
variety in favor of one resistant to PRR? 

Every soybean variety has itsstrengths and weaknesses. 
Breeders have developed outstanding vaneties featuring a 
range of resistance, tolerance or susceptibility to diseases 
such as Phytophthora root rot (PRR). For consistent yields 
and good msk management, you need to position these 
products properly, based on conditions on your farm. 

In areas where PRR is a concern, especially low-lying 
land featuring heavy, poorly drained sous, stick with aPRR- 
resistant variety. For well-drained fielda without a history of 
disease problems, work with your seed dealer to select the 
highest-yielding variety available for your area in the matu- 
rity group you need. That variety might be susceptible to 
PRR, or it might be resistant. Some of today's best disease- 
resistant soybeans yield as well as--or better than--suscep- 
tible varieties, whetheror not disease organisms are present. 

Dear Dr. Bohling, One of the local seed dealers 
says I need to look at seeds per acre when I buy 
sorghum-rather than concentrating on the bag. I 
figure that’s just a sales ploy toget me to buy his seed. 
What do you think? 

Each sorghum hybrid has a specific population range 
where it provides optimum performance. Seed companies 
carefully research those population ranges based on geogra- 
phy, moisture conditions, soil textures and so on. Toplant at 
that ideal population rate, growers need to consider the size 
of the seed and the seeds per pound, then adjust their 
planters to account for differences. Do not plant sorghum 
entirely on a seed-per-pound basis, but rather on a plant- 
per-acre basis. But to determine plants per acre, you first 
need to know seeds per pound. With some larger-seed 
hybrnds, for example, you may have to plant 10 pounds of 
seed to achieve 120,000 plants per acre. With a smaller- 
seeded hybrid, you may need only seven or eight pounds of 
seed per acre to plant atthe same population. Seed size does 
not affect germination or perfurmance, and several of today’s 
top sorghum hybrids feature smaller seeds More seeds per 
pound can make these hybrids a good value, as long as you 
adjust your planter to seed at the optimum rate. 

Dear Dr. Bohling, Corn borers didn’t cause much 
of a problem last year, but I still liad some stalk rot 
and lodging. Why the high incidence of lodging? 

Much of last year’s lodging resulted from a high-yield 
environment which stressed the plant for photosynthate 
When conditions allow high yield potential, com plants 
respond by channelling much of their photosynthetic energy 
toward filling kernels. Ificloudy weather restricte photosyn 
thesis, the plant's efforts to fill kernels drain nutnents from 
the stalk. This can predispow: the plant to stalk-rot organ- 
isms and lodging 

Corn breeders work toward a combination of high yield 
potential and adequate stalk strength, but there usually is 
some trade-off between the two characteristics. A big, heavy 
ear oneach plant can lead tosome lodging, but most farmers 
accept a few downed plants if grain yields are high Even 
where we saw lodging last year, yields were generally good 

As for any year, you should look for hybnds adapted to 
your area, featunng a combination of stalk strength, plant 
health and, especially, high yield.

Endangered Species 
Act Measure To 


Be Introduced 


Farm Bureau-supported 
legislation to reform the En- 
dangered Species Act of 1973 
ia being readied for introduc- 
tion by Reps. Billy Tauzin 
(D-La.) and Jack Fielda (R- 
Texas). Acompanion bill will 
be introduced by Sen. Slade 
Gorton (R-Wash.) 

The legislation provides 
much-needed reform of the 

Endangered Species Act, 
which, since its enactment 
in 1973, has been "amended 
and interpreted to the point 
where the criticenow charge 
that it is completely out of 


balance,” saidJon Doggett of 
the American Farm Bureau 
Federation's governmental 
relations staff 

"Farmers are losing wa- 
ter rights as federal regula- 
tors attempt to save fish,” 
Doggett said. "Ranchers fear 
loss of livestock as predators 
auch as grizzly bears and 
wolves are introduced and 
protected in the West And 
producers throughout the 
nation are forbidden from 
performing such activities as 
clearing brush from fence 
rows.” 

Critical habitats are be- 
ing created for more than 
775 species currently liated 
under the act, and an addi- 
tional 3,800 species are un- 
der active review for listing. 

The soon-to-be-intro- 
duced bills provide for com- 
pensation to pnvate prop- 
erty owners whose economic 
activities are hindered or 
whose land diminishes in 
value due toefforts to protect 
alisted species, Doggett said. 

Tauzin, who introduced 
the same measure along with 
Fields late in the last session 
of Congress, said it would 
“protect endangered species 
without endangering theeco- 
nomic well-being of millions 
of people and thousands of 
communities.” 

He said it is aimed at 
strengthening species con- 
servation by promoting and 
enhancing protection before 
a species is at the brink of 
extinction. Tauzin said the 
current “emergency room” 
application of the law cannot 
achieve the goal of recover- 
ing endangered and threat- 
ened species. 

The legislation also pro- 
vides for the most efficient 
and responsible recovery and 
management plan once a 
species is placed on the en- 
dangered or threatened list. 
Tauzin said under his legis- 
lation the listing process 


would remain based solely 
on biological factors. 

Last week Interior Sec- 
retary Bruce Babbitt told a 
House panel he favorsabroad 
new approach toendangered 
species protection. 

Testifying before the 
House Natural Resources 
Committee (formerly called 
Interior and Insular Affairs), 
he called for a policy based 
on preventive measures to 
protect entire ecosystems 
rather than looking at indi- 
vidual plants and animals. 

He said he hopes to avert 
“national train wrecks” like 
the one involving the spotted 
owl in the Pacific Northwest 

Babbitt said rather than 
focusing on a single species 
as it nears extinction, "we 
need to step back and look at 
the entire system and ask, is 
it possible to intervene be- 
fore the crisis?”

State, County 
Jobless Rates 
UpInJanuary 


Maryland’s unemploy- 
ment rate roee slightly from 
6.3 percent in December to 
6.4 percent in January be- 
cause of seasonal layoffs 
which decreased employ- 
ment. Nationally, a much 
sharper increase in jobless- 
ness was reported in Janu- 
ary as the non-seasonally 
adjusted unemployment rate 
rose from 7.0 percent to 7.9 
percent. 

In Garrett County the job- 
less rate increased from 11.1 
percent in December to 12.3 
percent in January. The 
January 1992 rate was 13.6 
percent. 

Employment reductions, 
accompanied by rising levels 
of unemployment, are typical 
for January. Thismonth, the 
labor market followed the 
normal pattern of increased 
layoffs and higher unemploy- 
ment, butincreases were rela- 
tively small. During Janu- 
ary, the number of employed 
Marylanders declined by 
44,958 to 2,402,396. The im- 
pact of this decline on the 
unemployment rolls was neg- 
ligible because a large num- 
ber of workers chose toleave 
the labor force. The with- 
drawal of anestimated 44,534 
workers from the job market 
helped to holddownJanuary’s 
jobless increase to424 people. 

“Maryland's modest in- 
crease in unemployment in 
January issomewhatencour- 
aging. However, we are still 
concerned about the loss of 
jobs as Maryland’seconomy 
continues to restructure,” 
said Mark L. Wasserman, 
secretary of economic and 
employment development 
(DEED). “We are pleased that 
other factors point to a con- 
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improvementin oureconomy. 
The number of people filing 
for unemployment benefits 
dropped significantly, and 
the number of housing per- 
mits increased.” 
A separate survey of 
Maryland establishments 
reflected normal seasonal 
trends. Semester break ac- 
tivity, post-holiday layoffs 
and a reduction in outdoor 
employment were some ofthe 
seasonal! occurrences affect- 
ing Maryland's labor market 
inJanuary. 

Other indicators show 
that Maryland’s economic re- 
covery iscontinuing at aalow 
pace 

Statewide, unemploy- 
mentrates inJanuary ranged 
from a low of 3.3 percent in 
Montgomery County to a 

high of 18.8 percent in 
Worcester County.

Winter Blizzard Dumps 34 And 1/2 Inches Of 
New Snow On County; Clean-Up Continues

“Not since 1974 has Gar- 
rett County experienced such 
a paralyzing winter storm,” 
said a spokesperson at the 
Maryland State Police, Bar- 
rack W, McHenry. An official 
total of 34 1/2 inches of 
snow was recorded in a snow 
storm with blizzard condi- 
tions that began early Satur- 
day morning and continued 
through Sunday. That new 
snow accumulated on about 
a foot of snow that remained 
on the ground from a storm 
the previous weekend. 

State Highway Adminis- 
tration (SHA) personnel 
indicated that all state roads 
were officially closed at 6 
p.m. on Saturday because 
plows and blowers were 
unable to keep highways 
completely open because of 
blizzard conditions. "Closing 
the roads was the only way 
for our crews to safely main- 
tain the roads,” said SHA 
spokesperson Susan Fil- 
singer. 

By 2:45 p.m. on Sunday, 
Interstate 68, Md. Rt 135, 
and most of US. Rt. 219 
(except south of Oakland) 
were re-opened to traffic. By 
8:40 a.m. on Mondav, Md. 
Rts. 39, 42, 560, and 669 
were open with two-way 
accessibility. At 9:15 am 
that same day, U.S. Rt. 50 
and Md Rt. 38, 495, and 546 
were opened with motorists 
being advised to use caution. 
U.S. Rt. 40 was opened at 
11:15 a.m. 

With Governor William 
Donald Schaefer declaring an 
emergency situation, the 
county was aided by SHA 
equipment from downstate 
‘They sent graders, dump 
trucks, and loaders, along 
with 24 men to supplement 
state and county roads 
crews,” said Filsinger. 

“Our preparedness and 
diligence in dealing with this 
storm has really paid of] 
Now we're able to concen- 
trate on helping our neigh-

boring jurisdictions,” said 
SHA Administrator Hal 
Kassoff Monday. “We can't 
commend our crews enough 
for the excellent work done 
to restore our highway sys- 
tem to remarkable condi- 
tion.” 

According to Kassoff, 
some state funds for render- 
ing county assistance will 
likely have to be repaid, but 
reimbursement to the state 
can extend into the next 
fiscal year if necessary 

Filsinger stated that most 
people complied with the 
order to stay off roadways 
during clean-up efforts. "We 
only had a few complaints,” 
she said. “For the most part, 
everyone pitched in to make 
the best of a bad situation. 
Everyone who assisted is to 
be commended.” 

Governor Schaefer an- 
nounced Tuesday that the 
Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency (FEMA) had 
declared a federal] state of 
emergency for Maryland, 
which makes the state and 
local governments eligible for 
federal funds to help pay for 
snow removal expenses in- 
curred during the blizzard. 

Under that declaration, 
Garrett County can apply for 
federal funding that would 
cover 75 percent of the cost 
of clearing one lane in each 
direction of major roads and 
arteries for emergency ac- 
cess. Snow removal opera- 
tions conducted from March 
13 through March 17 are 
eligible for the federal assis- 
tance 

Initial estimates indicated 
clearing the snow from roads 
and highways cost state and 


local governments $22 mil- 
lion. Maryland Emergency 
Management Agency 
(MEMA) is working with 
county officials to determine 
what coets are eligible for 
reimbursement. 

“I want to thank Presi- 
dent Clinton and FEMA for 
the prompt response to our 
request for a disaster decla- 
ration as Maryland contin- 
ues to dig out of the blizzard 
of '93,” Gov. Schaefer said. 

The governor requested 
federa] disaster assistance 
Monday after touring por- 
tions of Western Maryland 
on Sunday. Statewide esti- 
mates suggest the storm cost 
local governments a total of 
$25 million, including the 
$22 million in road clean-up. 

“We will keep working 
with our congressional dele- 
gation to ensure that all 
Maryland localities get as 
much help as possible to 
cover their storm-related 
expenses, “ said the gover- 
nor 

MEMA Director David 
McMillion said his agency 
began meeting with county 
officials this week to deter- 
mine potential reimburse- 
ments. 

"This money will assist 
the county in overcoming its 
budget deficits as a result of 
this storm, and continue to 
provide much needed assis- 
tance to citizens across the 
state,” said McMillion. 

The Board of Public 
Works was expected to for- 
mally approve $250,000 in 
state funds vesterday for 
loca] governments hardest 
hit by storm-related costs.

Ona Maryland return: 1) 
low-income individuals may 
be eligible for Maryland's 
poverty level income tax 
break. 2) A new subtraction 
is available to married 
couples filing a joint return 
when both have wage income 
Persons may subtract up to 
$1,200 or the wages of the 
spouse with the lower income 
earnings, whichever is less. 
3) Single individuals or de- 
pendent taxpayers can use 
Form 123to get a prompt and 
full refund of all Maryland 
income tax withheld if their 
gross income was less than 
$5,900. in 1992. 4) For tax- 
payers65 and over, or totally 
disabled, the maximum pen- 
sion exclusion has been in- 
creased to $12,300. 5) Under 
Maryland law, persons may 
be eligible for a substantial 
credit on your property taxes 
issued on your home. Based 
upon grossincome, itis avail- 
able to homeowners of all 
ages. 6) Renterstax credit is 
available to renters 60 years 
of age or over or those 100% 
disabled. Tax credit of up to

Despite the faet that Garrett County was one of the 
hardest hit areas in the entire eastern United States, 
we have come through the incident virtually un- 
seathed Yes, we are more accustomed, more prepared, 
and better equipped to handle such conditions than 
residents of most other areas, but we are nonetheless 
proud of our citizena for their pre-storm foresight and 
use of intelligence throughout the crisia. Not only did 
we have no storm-related deaths reported, but Garrett 
County experienced no mayor fires, no serious vehicle 
mizhaps. and no lost people We were also fortunate to 
have no power outages and no aignificant problems 
with telephones, other than some overuse. We didn't 
even lose television cable service, at least in the 
Oakland area 

We cannot say enough about the efforta of the 
various municipal, county, and state road crews, that 
are most certainly second to none. These people have 
literally worked around the clock, some going more 
than 4& hours without sleep, to open the 7(0)-plus 
miles of roadways 

We salute the members of the National Guard 
Capt Rick Wakefield, commander for similar work. 
roads administrators Paul Melntyre ‘state’ and Bob 
Fousek county and others, such a: the vamous 
mayors, for coordinating the efforts, the search and 
rescue teams and all other volunteer emergency 
personnel, local law enforcement officials; and the 
Office of Emergency Management staff, all of whom 
have gone the extra mile to try to keep people safe 
under life-threatening conditions. 

Finally we note the literally thousands of examples 
of neighbor helping neighbor. whether it has been help- 
ing shovel out a driveway, delivenng food via cross- 
country skis to stranded pets, or just calling to make 
sure someone has sufficient fuel and food.

The ABC'S Of Budgeting For Our School Needs 
(This article was written by Dr. Jerome Ryscavage, 
Superintendent of Schools.) 

This year's public school budget runs a little over 25 
million dollars. Determining the need for that amount of 
money isnot ahappenstance as a great deal of time and effort 
go into the development of what amounts tothe financial 
plan for the school system which, in turn, represents the 
educational plan for approximately 5, 100 youngsters in our 
county 

We first begin the development of our budget by seeking 
the input of each of our 16 schools. School improvement 
teams, composed of various faculty, staff, and parents, 
develop budget pnorities in conjunction with their school 
improvement plans during the fall of the year. This year we 
asked school improvement teams to plan their budgets for 
non-salary/wage items such as texts, instructional maten- 
als, equipment, andother instructionally-related expenses 
around $7/Ystudent atthe elementary level and $77/student 
at the secondary level. In following through with thiskind 
of procesa we feel that the student will be best served since 
the peopleclosest tothe student (i.e., principals, teachers, 
parents) are actually establishing the spending priorities 
ratherthan someone removed from the learner 

Next, we have toconsider the largest contributortoour 
budget, which is personnel. Taken together the costs of 
salaries/wages and fringe benefits like retirement, social 
security, health insurance, etc., consume 75 to 80 percent 
of the total budget. In this case the determination of how 
much 1s actually budgeted is made through the collective 
bargaining process between the school board andthe vari- 
ous employee groups. This process goes on concurrently 
with the other aspects of the budgeting process andcan last 
for two to three months, depending upon how quickly 
agreementcanbe reached. Typically, this process concludes 
in late winter or early spring 

Lastly, there are a few elements of the school board 
budget which are planned on a system-wide basis. For 
instance, we budget for things like staff development, pupil 
transportation, maintenance and operations of our facili- 
ties, as well as capital outlay, largely from a county-wide 
perspective. 

These three basic pieces, or A, B, C’s of the budget 
process, usually come together anywhere from March to 
May in a given year In that the Board of Education 
members have been closely involved in the budget process 
since the beginning of the calendar year, they are in a 
knowledgeable position to put theirstampof approval ona 
request to the fiscal authority, usually in the April-May 
period The Commissioners, of course, have to make their 
response to the Board of Education's request prior toJuly 
Once the Commissioners do allocate funds to the Board of 
Education itisincumbent upon the Board tofinalize budgets 
for the coming school year - this is usually done during the 
summer penod Oftentimes thisrepresentsa moat difficult 
time for the school board since funds may not be allocated 
sufficient to meet the Board's original request, Ultimately 
the Board of Education does make its final decision andthen 
lonks forward to beginning the whole process once againin

Compromise Reached 


On Dump Truck Bill 

The Senate Judicial Pro- 
ceedings Committee has 
reportedly worked out a 
compromise with the state’s 
trucking industry that would 
result in an estimated $26 
million savings for the state 
by making dump trucks less 
damaging to roadways. The 
measure would not be fully 
put into practice, however, 
for another 20 years. 

Senate Bill 871 would 
allow heavyweight dump 
trucks to weigh 70,000 
pounds instead of 65,000 
pounds, but they would have 
to be equipped with four 
axles instead of three in 
order to more evenly distrib- 
ute the weight over the 
wheels, resulting in less 
damage to roads and bridges. 

All three-axle truck regis- 
tered before June 1994, 
however, would be allowed 
to operate at the 65,00U 
pound limit for the next 20 
years since the cost of a 
dump truck can be as much 
as $100,000.

House Approves 
Higher Speed 


Limit Proposal 


The House of Delegates 
approved a measure last 
week that would raise the 
speed limit from 55 to 65 
miles per hour on certain 
tural interstate highways. 
The measure has been 
approved by the House of 
Delegates for the third year 
in a row but reports indicate 
it faces an uncertain future 
in the Senate. 

It has also been reported 
that Governor William 
Donald Schaefer will veto 
the bill if it makes its way to 
his desk. 

The measure is co- 
sponsored by District 1-A 
Delegate George C. Edwards 
and would allow the State 
Highway Administration to 
raise the speed limit on 
divided highways outside 
urban areas, including 
portions of I-70 and 1-68 in 
Western Maryland. 

The bill is opposed by 
those who believe raising the 
speed limit would increase 
the number of accidents on 
the highway, but proponents 
contend that statistics from 
other states with higher 
speed limits indicates just 
the opposite to be true.

Patient Customers 


The Potomac Edison 
Company recently expressed 
its appreciation to some 
7,200 customers for their 
cooperation and patience 
after losing power during a 
winter storm that moved 
through the area March 4. 
Strong, gusting winds, 
combined with an icy 
covering on electrical 
facilities and equipment, 
caused trees and tree limbs 
to fall on power lines and 
customers to lose electric 
service. 

"Potomac Edison thanks 
our customers for weather- 
ing the storm with us with 
patience and understanding.” 
said Potomac Edison’s 
Western Division Manager 
Nancy Neff. "We also 
appreciate the customers 
who called to notify us of 
outages in their areas. The 
cooperation of our customers 
helped in out efforts to 
Testore power.” 

Potomac Edison crews 
from the Western Division, 
assisted by crews from other 
areas of the company, 
worked steadily to brini 
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customers back on line. While 
most of those who experi- 
enced outages were back in 
service within two days, 
power was restored to all 
affected areas by March 7 

“Line crews worked 16- 
hour days to restore 
customers’ service,” ex- 
plained Neff. “In our area 

along, 11 utility poles and 
eight transformers had to be 
replaced. In addition, 10 
miles of conductor wire was 
knocked to the ground and 
had to be repaired.” 

She added that the line 
personnel were supported by 
Engineering and office staff 
of Potomac Edison, as well 
as line crews from Monon- 
galia Power Company and 
contract crews. 

The storm caused approx- 
imately 9,800 power outages 
in Potomac Edison’s other 
Maryland service areas - the 
Western Division in the 
Frederick area and the 
Northern Division in the 
Hagerstown area. 

"During an emergency of 
this type, our crews work 
with the goal of restcring 
power safely and in a timely 
manner,” said Neff. “Despite 
the extensive damage to our 
electrical system, most of our 
customers were back in 
service within two days. We 
salute our customers for 
their ability to adapt to 
conditions brought on by 
this storm.”

Professional Women To Be Guests At Fair

Among the presenters for 
the many sessions scheduled 
during the Women’s Fair at 
Garrett Community College 
March 26 are three women, 
all holding doctor's degrees, 
whoare recognized authori- 
ties in their professional 
fields. They are Dr. Mikal 
Crawford, counseling psy- 
chologist at Frostburg State 
University; Dr. Billie 
Frazier, human development 
specialist from the Univer- 
sity of Maryland; and Dr. 
Barbara Leighton, anesthe- 
siologist and associate pro- 
feasor at Jefferson Medical 
College, Philadelphia. 

Dr. Mikal Crawford, will 
conduct a double session 
titled “It's My Life. Taking 
Charge Means Letting Go. 
This session will show how 
women need to ignore the 
messages and the old tradi- 
tional expectations associated 
with their roles and do some 
self-nurturing 

“As women we lear from 
an early age to take care of 
others, put theirneeds ahead 
of our own and pay more at- 
tention to the external envi- 
ronment than to our inner 
voices. We become quite 
skilled at ‘doing,’ and we 
equate our worth with the 
amount we have accom- 
phahed -- the numberof tasks 
we have accomplished and 
the extent to which others in 
our worlds are content, very 
often at the expense of our 
own physical and emotional 
well-being. We simply donot

"Rather than simply learn- 
ing techniques for managing 
our streas, we will address 
ways to take charge of our 
lives and choose for ourselves 
the level of stress we will 
accept.” 

Dr. Crawford, whotaught 
in Garrett County elemen- 
tary schools for five years 
before leaving to pursue her 
graduate education, holdsa 
master’s degree in counsel- 
ing psychology from 
Frostburg State University 
and a doctorate from West 
Virginia University. She is 
the mother of two daughters, 
Erin and Katie McLaughlin, 
andthe daughterofJoanand 
Bill Crawford, Deep Creek 
Lake. 

Dr. Billie Frazier, human 
development specialist from 
the Cooperative Extension 
Service, University of Mary- 
land in College Park, will 
present a session titled 
‘Parenting Do's and Don'ts.” 
Dr. Frazier, a certified fam- 
ily life educator, has devel- 
oped and implementedmany 
parent education programs 
and authored numerous pub- 
licationson parenting.

"We haven't required that 
much manpower since 1974,” 
said Fousek “We had an 
unusually igh amount of 
snowfall in February which 
already started to put us 
over budget. State and feder- 
al assistance will be greatly 
appreciated” 

Fousek outlined the prior- 
ity plowing plan during a 
winter storm. “We naturally 
begin with primary county 
roads, then secondary roads 
followed by dead ends 
(where achool buses must 
turn around), then school 
parking lots, dump sites, and 
the county airport.” 

Fousek had high praise 
for the county road supervi- 
sors and their crews. He also 
recognized the mechanics 
and support staff for their 
behind-the-scenes efforts 
Additionally, he commended 
Paul McIntyre and the SHA 
crews and Capt. Rick Wake 
field and the National Guard 
for their assistance to the 
county. He also praised the 
emergency crews, police, and 
citizens for their cooperation. 

“Our goal now is to get 
the roads widened out,” he 
concluded. "And I'm hoping 
our day shift can go home 
today (Wednesday) - not 
from a financial standpoint, 
but rather from a physical 
and mental perspective. 
These crews are exhausted.” 

Fousek appeared to be 
exhausted himself on Wed- 
nesday. 

Garrett County Commis- 
sioner Brenda J. Butscher 
commented Wednesday on 
the situation after she had 
spent the weekend and fol- 

lowing clean-up days in near 
constant contact with Fous- 
ek regarding the storm. 

"Everyone worked well 

together. I certainly know 
that our county was orga- 
nized and ready to handle 
such an emergency, but 
everyone went above and 
beyond their call of duty,” 
she stated. "There is no way 
to express my thanks to the 
Garrett County Roads De- 
partment, the National 
Guard, SHA, the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources. 
ourown Emergency Manage- 
ment team, and the many 
residents who just pitched in 
and helped in any way they 
could.” 

Capt. Rick Wakefield also 
had high praise for munici- 
pal, county and state roads 
crews, as well as for his own 
crews and crews from down- 
state.
